Property Owners Object to Having the 


Street Macadamized—Say It 


Does Not Need It. 


The street assessment committee, 


consisting of 
Mayor 
Richardson, 


Chairman Plfleld and Engineer Kerch, 
met In t'.ie council chambers yester- 
day afternoon and listened to the 
objections raised by the property own- 
ers on South Jackson street against 
having the street macadamized. 


They first claimed that tho street 


did not need macadamizing but need- 
ed a few repairs. They finally ground 
tlielr complalnth down to toe point 
tiiat In case the street was rebuilt 
they -wanted the work of tearing- up 
the street left until next spring. 


They also claimed that widening the 


street as proposed would destroy all 
the beautiful shade trees which now 
line both sides of the street. 
A vig- 


orous protest was made against sub- 
stituting Berea 
stone curbing for 


cement on account that there was a 
fixed price on stone and no chance 
for competition. 
The property owners also claimed 
that the street was not In bad condl 
tlon and could be put In first-clans 
shape by being repaired with crushed 
stone at the expense of the ward fund. 
This had been done all over the city 
and they could see no reason why 
certain streets should be dlscrlmlnat 
cd against. 
Those who were 
present at the 


meeting and put In a protest against 
the work being done <were Dennis 
Hayes. W. H. H. Macloon, A. C. Wil- 
son. Mrs. ti. E. Burr, Mrs. F. S. Eld- 
reflge. 


Mayor 
Richardson In formed the 


petitioners that their grtvances should 
be presented at the next session of the 
council and that they would have a 
chance'to make further talk on the 
question. 
This committee did not 


have the right to pass upon the ques- 
tion but mads tifjr recommendation 
to the councllf 
. 


The great trouble about thls'TVOrtf 


has been, that under the head of re- 
pairs numerous streets have been put 
n as good condition as macadamized 
struts, which the abutting property 
owners had to paf for.
